For the benefit of new members 
we will give r. short background on 
this particular issue so thet the- 
following will not be absolutely .

Then the 
men in the AF and in the Mrline 
services are not experienced op 
qualified observers. Few sightings 
received by AFRO fit into the a- 
bove categories. Maybe a little 
exaggeration by this certain AF 
spokesman?)

Barker 
seems to have a level head regard¬ 
ing the saucer mystery, (there arc 
few like that in the business) and 
deserves a pat on the back for a
